Travel Bureau has reported a very successful year in this growing and im- 
portant branch of Canadian industry. Because of our close proximity to 
the United States, the number of Americans who visit Canada are always 
an indication of the volume of tourist traffic. This year it is estimated that 
4,550,443 American cars entered Canada, which was considerably more than 
the number which entered in the same period in 1947, The amount of Unit- 
ed States currency spent by tourists here this season has not yet been 
made known, but it is hoped that it will exceed by at least ten per cent. 
the 235 million American dollars which were brought into Canada during 
the holiday season last year. This aspect of the tourist business was con- 
sidered especially important this year because of Canada’s low reserve of 
United States funds,

Mossbank,

The C.P.R. was built 
through 1915 and the north side 
ealled Reycraft by the railroad, This 
caused all the businessmen with the 
exception of Lawrence Quinn, the 
first storekeeper, to move their stores 
to Reycraft. A month later the Vil- 
lage took up a collection to move 
them back. 

In 1917 a fire wiped out the west 
side of main street cnd the villagers 


being undauntcd rebuilt it in the 
same year. In 1922 as a memorial 
to the soldiers who died overseas, 


trees were planted along the streets 
of Mosshank. 


Through this time until 1929 Moss- 
bank grew to a population of about 
500. Surviving the hungry thirties 
its population in 1939 was estimated 
450. In 1940 Mosstank received an 
unexpected ‘koost when No, 2 Bomb- 
ing and Gunnery School, R.C.A.F., 
was opened 44% miles cast of Moss- 
bank bringing with it a personnel 
of 2,200 men, when it wag operating 
at full capacity. Homes were opened 
to them and every available room 
and building was rented out, From 
that time till 1845 the population 
‘ranged at about 1,150.

In this important work the 
Prairie Marm Rehabilitation Admini- 
stration is leading the way, but 
more funds, more technicians and, 
most of all, more conservation edu 
cation are needed. Prairie farmers 
themselves must be the chief motive 
force in the trend towards the care 
and conservation of our rich land 
resources @ [t is imporiant, there- 
fore, that more and more farmers 
and land owners in Western Canada 
realize that the soil is their primary 
capital assct, and_that its proper 
care is the First Commandment of 
good farming. The good farmers 


of Western Canada are “keept 
the land where it belongs” ein 
doing this they are turning the 
master key which unlocks the door 
to a permanent and _prospervus 
prairie agriculture.
